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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Sir: 

In the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance attached to the Notice of 
Allowability, the statement indicated that the prior art fails to teach or suggest a display system 
where an information representing different display modes of color purity or brightness are 
provided in response to turning on the power of the device. 

In response to this statement, Applicants respectfully wish to point out that in claim 23, 
color purity is changed to obtain a plurality of different kinds of displays modes, and in claim 24, 
the color purity is changed to exchange a display mode with priority on purity and a display mode 
with priority on brightness.
